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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Two  events  of  historical  significance  occurred  in  1992:  In  October, 
we  dedicated  the  Great  Bay  National  Wildlife  Refuge  at  a  ceremony  on 
Fox  Point,  and  in  November,  the  Langdon  Library  marked  its  one 
hundredth  anniversary.  The  Selectmen  wish  to  recognize  each  and 
every  resident  who  helped  to  make  the  wildlife  refuge  possible. 

It  has  now  been  four  years  since  the  Air  Force  announced  the 
closure  of  Pease  Air  Force  Base.  In  1989,  the  legislature  created  the 
Pease  Redevelopment  Commission.  Former  Selectman  Jack  Mazeau 
was  one  of  the  town's  representatives  on  the  commission,  and  many 
long  hours  were  spent  working  to  protect  our  interests. 

In  June  1990,  the  Pease  Redevelopment  Commission  was  replaced 
by  the  Pease  Development  Authority  (PDA).  At  this  time,  we  wish  to 
thank  our  former  representative  to  the  Pease  Development  Authority, 
Robert  Field,  for  the  many  hours  he  spent  in  representing  our  town. 
Peter  Loughlin  is  still  with  us,  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  have  Peter's 
expertise  and  hope  he  will  continue  to  serve  on  the  PDA.  Both  Bob 
and  Peter  have  done  an  outstanding  job. 

In  Mach  of  1992  Anthony  Smith  replaced  Robert  Field.  Mr.  Smith  is 
a  resident  of  Gundalow  Landing  Circle  for  the  past  five  years  and  has 
been  an  active  member  of  the  (PDA),  keeping  the  Selectmen  abreast 
of  the  issues  on  the  redevelopment  at  Pease. 

In  November,  we  celebrated  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Langdon 
Library.  We  send  our  best  wishes  to  the  women  who  served  as  our 
Town  Librarians  over  the  years.  Marge  Pickering  served  the  town  for 
over  20  years.  In  the  days  before  Mclntyre  Road,  when  Pease  cut  the 
town  in  half,  Margherita  Mazeau  opened  her  house  as  to  serve  as  a 
library  for  the  people  of  South  Newington. 

During  the  past  year,  several  Town  building  maintenance  projects 
were  completed  by  local  builders  and  painters.  The  Carriage  House  at 
Fox  Point  was  re-shingled  on  the  back  side,  along  with  other  minor 
repairs  to  the  building.  The  Landgon  Library's  interior  walls  and  ceiling 
were  also  painted. 

The  Historical  Society  plans  to  use  the  Old  Town  Hall  for  filing 
records  and  displaying  artifacts  which  are  not  in  keeping  of  the  period 
of  the  Old  Parsonage.  The  1989  Town  Meeting  voted  to  allow  the 
Historical  Society  exclusive  use  of  the  downstairs  of  the  Old  Town  Hall. 
Meanwhile,  plaster  work  has  been  done  in  the  building's  main  room, 
small  room,  and  auditorium.  At  present  Town  maintenance  personnel 
are  priming  the  walls  of  the  rooms  that  have  been  plastered.  We  are 
hoping  that  painting  of  the  downstairs  rooms  will  be  complete  before 
summer. 


Newington  properties  were  revaluated  in  1982,  so  this  year  the 
Selectmen  will  be  seeking  bids  for  total  re-evaluation  of  the  Town.  As 
of  this  writing,  we  have  not  settled  our  case  with  Public  Service  of 
New  Hampshire. 

In  October,  the  Selectmen  accepted  Granchild  Lane  as  a  Town 
road,  noting  that  the  condition  of  the  road  was  acceptable,  and  the 
deed  was  in  order.  Captain's  Landing  has  not  yet  been  accepted  due 
to  problems  with  the  pavement. 

In  December,  Selectmen  signed  an  agreement  with  the  PDA  and 
the  City  of  Portsmouth  by  which  the  Town  will  provide  police  services 
to  the  Newington  side  of  the  Airport  District.  The  Town  will  be 
adequately  reimbursed  for  these  services. 

At  present,  the  Selectmen  are  attempting  to  pursuade  the  PDA  to 
adopt  a  noise  ordinance.  This  issue,  of  course,  will  be  of  great 
importance  to  Newington  over  the  long  term.  Our  lawyers  advise  us 
that  the  present  time  will  be  our  only  opportunity  to  realize  a  noise 
policy,  hence  the  present  lawsuit  against  the  PDA.  The  Selectmen  are 
currently  working  to  settle  this  issue  out  of  court  in  a  manner  which 
protects  the  interests  of  Newington  residents  as  well  as  those  of  the 
PDA. 

In  closing  the  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  the  departments,  boards 
and  committees  for  a  job  well  done  during  the  course  of  the  year.

We  have  audited  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Town 
of  Newington,  New  Hampshire,  and  its  combining  and  individual  fund 
financial  statements  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1991. 
In  planning  and  performing  our  audit,  we  considered  its  internal 
control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for 
the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements, 
and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure. 
However,  we  did  not  note  any  matters  involving  the  internal  control 
structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  reportable 
conditions  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Certified  Public  Accounts.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters 
coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the 
design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  system  that,  in  our 
judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town's  ability  to  record,  process, 
summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of 
management  in  the  financial  statements. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design 
or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements 
does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the 
financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected 
within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of 
performing  their  assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that 
might  be  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  disclose 
all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material 
weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Officers,  and  management.  This  restriction  is  not 
intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report  which,  upon 
acceptance,  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

This  past  year  the  Conservation  Commission  members  added  a 
touch  of  color  to  the  town  with  the  springtime  planting  of  flowers  in 
several  public  areas. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Commission  reviewed 
several   proposed   land-use  proposals/Wetland   Board   Permits  which 
affected  wetland  systems. 

In  July,  the  Commission  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force 
a  letter  strongly  urging  that  the  transfer  of  the  1,100  acre  parcel  of 
the  former  Pease  Air  Force  Base  to  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service, 
to  be  managed  as  the  Great  Bay  Wildlife  Refuge,  proceed  without 
delay 

In  the  fall,  the  Commission  contributed  a  $250  Conservation  Camp 
Scholarship  to  the  pupils  of  the  Newington  School  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  for  their  efforts  in  cleaning  up  the  beach  at  Fox  Point.  This 
money  was  used  to  help  sponsor  the  week-long  Conservation  Camp 
Program  which  the  students  attended  in  October. 

Throughout  the  Summer  and  fall,  the  Commission  participated  in 
joint  meetings  and  work  sessions  with  the  Historic  District 
Commission  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  plans  for  the  administration 
of  a  Certified  Local  Government  grant  awarded  in  the  town  for 
stewardship  of  the  town-owned  forest  lands.  In  December  a  forester 
was  selected  to  prepare  a  forest  management  plan  which  will  aid  the 
town  in  achieving  its  management  goals  for  the  properties,  which  are 
preservation  of  historic,  cultural  and  natural  resources.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  1992,  the  Planning  Board  reviewed  three  applications  for 
land  subdivision.  James  Coleman's  application  for  one  new  lot  and 
two  lot  line  adjustments  was  approved  in  January.  The  estate  of 
Sydney  Frink  received  approval  for  an  eight  lot  subdivision, 
conditioned  upon  submission  of  a  letter  of  credit  to  guarantee 
construction  of  a  roadway  in  1993.  The  estate  of  Lillian  Lamson 
received  approval  in  January  1993  for  one  new  lot  and  several  lot  line 
adjustments. 

The  Planning  Board  reviewed  twelve  applications  for 
non-residential  development  in  the  Business  and  Industrial  districts. 
The  board  approved  a  Kids  R  Us  clothing  store  and  an  Olive  Garden 
Restaurant  just  north  of  the  cinemas,  but  the  applicant  chose  not  to 
proceed.  The  board  is  currently  reviewing  plans  by  another  developer 
for  an  Olive  Garden  restaurant  and  another  restaurant  on  that  eight 
acre  site. 

The  board  also  approved  several  other  applications:  a  10,000  gallon 
Citgo  additive  tank  at  the  Mobile  terminal,  a  riverfront  fire  pumping 
station  at  Dorchester  Sea-3,  a  food  wholesaler  at  Tri-State  Industrial,  a 
fabric  store  at  Newington  Park,  and  a  3,000  gallon  Mobile  additive 
tank  at  that  company's  tank  farm.  Additionally,  the  board  approved  a 
security  facility  at  Great  Bay  Marine  to  house  security  personnel. 

The  Planning  Board  considered  a  proposal  by  the  Delehaye  Group 
for  an  entertainment  complex,  a  proposal  by  99  Restaurants  for  an 
eating  establishment,  by  a  proposal  for  outdoor  vendors  at  the  Star 
Center,  a  proposal  by  Pre-Tech  for  a  manufacturing  facility  at  Tri-State 
Industrial,  a  proposal  for  a  day  care  facility,  and  a  proposal  by  Simplex 
Wire  &  Cable  and  Allard  Moving  &  Storage  for  a  lot  line  adjustment. 

The  Planning  Board  also  spent  a  considerable  time  negotiating 
road  construction  issues  with  henry  Berounsky  and  Gary  Goldsmith,  as 
well  as  the  possible  revocation  of  the  eleven  lot  Knight  Hill  Estates 
subdivision  situated  at  the  corner  of  Old  Post  and  Fox  Point  Road. 

Other  issues  the  Planning  Board  addressed  during  the  past  year 
include  the  proposed  reconstruction  of  the  Spaulding  Turnpike,  access 
to  the  wildlife  refuge,  a  proposed  gas  transmission  line  through  our 
residential  district,  bio-tech  regulations,  oil  spill  prevention  and 
mitigation  measures,  affordable  housing,  the  Town's  relationship  with 
the  NH  Air  National  Guard,  aircraft  noise,  hazardous  waste  at  Pease, 
stormwater  run-off  from  Pease,  and  noice,  dust  and  odor  problems  in 
the  Patterson  Lane  area. 

As  always,  the  Planning  Board  welcomes  your  questions,  comments 
and  suggestions.

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1992  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  of  1 992  shows  a  decrease  in  fire  calls  by  1 5%  over  1 991 . 
The   Fire   Department   responded   to   161    calls.   The  following   is   a 
breakdown  of  the  calls  by  district; 

14%  to  the  Industrial  District 

25%  to  the  Business  District 

16%  to  the  Fox  Run  Mall 

10%  to  the  Newington  Mall 

1 1  %  to  the  residents 

10%  for  motor  vehicle  accidents 

4%  for  boat  rescues 

10%  for  mutual  aid  request. 

The  volunteers  gave  2,001 .5  hours  of  their  time  in  answering  calls. 
This  figure  does  not  include  the  time  of  the  full  time  employees,  or 
the  volunteers  time  in  attending  training  sessions. 

The  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  Explorer  Post  933  is  still  alive,  and 
doing  well.  This  Explorer  Post  is  now  auspice  of  the 
Newington-Greenland  Fire  Departments.  The  young  people  are  trained 
in  the  proper  use  of  the  tools  that  are  carried  on  the  various 
apparatus,  in  the  proper  operation  of  the  radiios,  and  the  proper 
paper  work  necessary  for  time  record  keeping  on  all  types  of  calls.  At 
no  time  are  the  young  people  permitted  to  enter  any  area  that  could 
be  hazardous  to  their  health,  both  by  Boy  Scouts  of  America  and  the 
Newington  Fire  Department.  I  do  wish  to  thank  the  Explorer  post  for 
it's  help  during  the  past  year,  and  hope  it  will  be  active  at  the  end  of 
1993. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  Firefighters  for  their  time  and  efforts  in 
protecting  the  lives  and  property  of  the  taxpayer  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Town  of  Newington.  I  wish,  also,  to  thank  these 
same  people  for  their  time  in  attending  various  training  classes,  both 
at  the  Fire  Station  and  throughout  the  State,  in  an  effort  to  improve 
their  skills  as  Firefighters  and  Officers. 

As  a  final  note,  I  wish  to  remind  the  Town  residents  that  the  Fire 
Department  is  available  for  public  assistance  calls,  as  well  as  for 
emergencies.  We  are  here  to  serve  you.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

1992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state.  Our 
largest  fire  was  in   May  in   Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire 
burned  approximately  150  acres  with  a  total  cost  of  approximately 
$3,000.  The  NH   Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  other 
communities  in  wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total  of  136 
acres.  Our  major  causes  of  fires  were  fire  kindled  without  a  permit, 
unknown  causes  and  children. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  officials  with  fire 
prevention.  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires  that,  "No 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire 
or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire 
permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is 
to  be  done."  Violation  of  this  statute  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by 
a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  cost. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.  The 
small  average  fire  size  of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by 
the  public  or  our  fire  tower  system  and  the  quick  response  of  our 
trained  local  fire  departments.  Please  help  your  Warden  and  fire 
department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire  permit  before  kindling 
an  open  fire. 

The  NH  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a  total 
of  $20,000  in  50/50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter  safety  items  and 
wildland  suppression  equipment  in  1992.

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1992  AMBULANCE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  of  1992  shows  an  increase  in  Ambulance  calls  by  9%  over 
1991.   The  Ambulance  responded  to  275  calls.  The  following  is  a 
breakdown  of  the  calls  by  districts: 

12%  to  the  Industrial  District 
1 9%  to  the  Business  District 
18%  to  the  Fox  Run  Mall 

7%  to  the  Newington  Mail 
14%  to  the  residents 

9%  for  motor  vehicle  accidents 
21%  for  mutual  aid  request 

The  volunteers  gave  2,042  hours  of  their  time  in  answering  calls. 
This  figure  does  not  include  the  time  of  the  full  time  employees,  or 
the  volunteers  time  in  attending  training  sessions. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Ambulance 
personnel  for  their  unselfish  contributions  to  the  Town  of  Newingon, 
by  sacrificing  their  time  to  service  on  the  Ambulance.  Each  of  these 
members  has  been  trained  to  at  least  the  basic  level  of  Emergency 
Medical  Technician  (EMT),  and  they  continue  to  attend  classes  and 
seminars  to  improve  their  skills  for  Pre-hospital  Care.  This  has  helped 
in  opening  lines  of  communications  for  the  ambulance  attendant  with 
the  Emergency  Department  staff.  The  members  of  the  Newington 
Ambulance  have  constantly  received  praises  from  the  local  hospitals, 
for  their  care  of  the  sick  and  injured. 

On  January  4,  the  new  International/Horton  Ambulance  arrived  in 
Newington.   Most  of  January  was  spent  equipping  the  vehicle  and 
driver  training.  This  vehicle  made  its  first  ambulance  run  on  February 
4.  This  vehicle  has  met  the  needs  of  this  department  at  this  time. 

On  September  10,  the  1981  Ford/Wheelcoach  Ambulance  was 
taken  out  of  service,  and  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
disposal. 

The  Ambulance  does  provide  a  transfer  service  for  the  residents  of 
Newington,  and  this  service  was  called  upon  6  times  in  1992.  It  is  a 
privilege  to  provide  this  service  for  the  residents. 

Once  again,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Ambulance  service, 
for  their  time  and  effort  in  providing  quality  pre-hospital  care  for  the 
Town  of  Newington.

ARTICLE  1 .  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law:  One  Selectman 
for  a  term  of  3  years;  One  Town  Clerk  for  a  term  of  3  years;  One  Tax 
Collector  for  a  term  of  1  year;  One  Treasurer  for  a  term  of  1  year;  One 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  a  term  of  3  years;  One  Fire  Engineer  for  a 
term  of  3  years;  One  Police  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  3  years;  One 
Cemetery  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  3  years;  One  Sewer 
Commissioner  for  a  term  of  3  years;  Three  Budget  Committee 
Members  for  terms  of  3  years;  Two  Planning  Board  Members  for  terms 
of  3  years;  One  Planning  Board  Member  for  a  term  of  1  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Newington 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  as  follows: 

Amendment  1 .  Delete  the  word  "primarily"  from  the  definition  of 
Retail  in  Article  II,  and  add  the  following  sentence:  "For  the  purposes 
of  this  ordinance,  wholesale  clubs  shall  be  considered  a  retail  use." 

Amendment  2.  Add  a  new  section  to  Article  VI  to  read  as  follows: 
"SECTION  3  -  Parking  Lot  Dimensions:  Every  parking  space  shall  be  a 
minimum  of  9  feet  in  width,  and  18  feet  in  length.  Parking  lot  travel 
lanes  shall  be  a  minimum  of  24  feet  in  width." 

Amendment  3.  Delete  the  following  from  "Uses  Prohibited"  in  the 
Business  District  (Article  VII  Section  2):  "(2)  Multiple  purpose  use  of 
individual  buildings."

governmental  or  private  sources  to  be  used  only  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  Town  may  legally  appropriate  money. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  leave  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  Town  Land  &  Buildings  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax 
Collectors  Deeds. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  on  credit  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  at  a  rate  not 
to  exceed  the  current  bank  rate. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  authority  to  expend 
accumulated  interest  from  the  investment  of  sewer  revenues  to  be 
applied  as  an  offset  for  the  1993  Sewer  Budget. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  following 
ordinance  regulating  sale  of  Cemetery  Lots: 

1.  Each  Burial  Site  (3'x10')  will  be  sold  at  a  cost  of  Three  Hundred 
Dollars  ($300.00),  to  be  used  for  General  Maintenance  of  the 
cemetery.  Location  of  the  site  to  be  identified,  in  writing,  by  the 
Cemetery  Superintendent  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  preparation  of  DEED. 

2.  BURIAL  SITE  may  be  purchased  by  a  BONA-FIDE  RESIDENT,  with 
Cemetery  Committee  and  Board  of  Selectmen  approval.

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NEWINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1992  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  1992,  the  Police  Department  recorded  150,445  miles  on  our 
5  vehicles  and  received  3,480  complaints  or  calls  for  assistance. 
Investigations  by  the  Department's  officers  included  334  criminal 
cases,  3  missing  persons  and  18  animal  complaints. 

In  the  area  of  highway  safety,  efforts  of  our  officers  resulted  in  45 
motor  vehicle  arrests,  873  summonses,  1,833  motor  vehicle  warnings 
and  40  defective  equipment  contacts.  Officers  assisted  570  motorists 
while  on  routine  patrol  and  rendered  assistance  to  other  law 
enforcement  personnel  on  743  occasions.  During  1992,  there  were  no 
fatal  accidents;  however,  150  property  damage  accidents  and  9 
personal  injury  accidents  were  reported. 

Police  activities  resulted  in  1,049  cases  being  prepared  for  the 
Portsmouth  District  Court  or  the  Rockingham  County  Superior  Court. 

The  Department's  prevention  and  service  program  resulted  in 
13,030  building  checks  and  55  escorts  being  made.  The  Department 
investigated   218    burglar   alarms,    responded   to   73    fire   calls   and 
assisted  in  109  ambulance  calls. 

During  1992,  9  motor  vehicles  were  reported  stolen  from 
Newington  and  3  were  recovered.  An  additional  2  motor  vehicles 
which  had  been  stolen  from  other  locales  were  recovered  in 
Newington.  Property,  other  than  motor  vehicles,  valued  at  $167,763 
was  reported  stolen  in  Newington,  while  recovered  property  totaled 
$31,367. 

Locally,  1992  saw  the  frequent  comings  and  goings  of  President 
George  Bush  through  the  Pease  International  Tradeport.  Major 
construction  began  to  elevate  Spaulding  Turnpike  over  the  Gosling 
Road  intersection,  a  project  that  is  designed  to  take  at  least  two  years 
to  complete.  On  the  state  level,  legislation  was  enacted  to  put  into 
place  a  state-wide  Enhanced  911  telephone  system,  designed  to  be 
operational  in  1995. 

Our  staffing  level  remained  constant  with  no  departures  among  the 
nine  full  time  officers.  Responsibilities  at  Pease  will  require  additional 
patrols  for  which  the  Town  will  receive  payment  from  the  Pease 
Development   Authority.    The   newest    addittion    to    our    arsenal,    a 
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pressurized  spray  of  oleoresin  capsicum  (cayenne  pepper),  was 
employed  soon  after  purchase  by  Sgt.  Douglas  Lorenz  in  his  successful 
rescue  of  a  young  lady  being  stabbed  outside  Shaws  at  the 
Newington  Mall.  Sgt.  Lorenz  truly  deserved  the  many  accolades  and 
awards  bestowed  upon  him  for  his  heroic  actions. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  men  and  women  of  the  Police  Department 
who,  over  the  years,  have  provided  the  high  quality  police  service  that 
you  have  a  right  to  expect.  During  the  past  year,  they  have  honored 
me  with  extra  dedication  while  additional  duties  took  me  away  more 
frequently  than  I  had  expected.  I  am  pleased  and  proud  of  their  efforts 
to  continue  to  make  Newington  a  better  and  safer  place  in  which  to 
live.  Once  again,  I  encourage  you  to  visit  your  Police  Department  and 
make  yourself  better  acquainted  with  the  people  who  provide  these 
services  around  the  clock,  the  facilities  you  have  built,  and  the 
equipment  you  have  provided.

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION  REPORT 

On  October  1,  1992,  the  Newington  Historic  District  and  the 
Conservation  Commissions  received  a  grant  from  the  National  Park 
Service   to    undertake   a    Certified    Local    Government    project,    The 
Newington  Forest  Stewardship. 

Under  the  combined  supervision  of  the  Commission  members,  the 
project  will  prepare  a  preservation  plan  for  the  historic  town  forested 
properties,  including  the  Newington  Town  Forest  and  the  town  land 
at  Fox  Point. 

Along  with  other  communities  which  recognize  the  value  of  their 
natural,  historic,  and  cultural  resources  to  the  quality  of  community 
life,  Newington  will  prepare  a  plan  in  which  those  resources  are 
respected  and  protected.  The  management  plan  will  provide  a  long 
term  perspective,  based  on  goals  adopted  by  the  two  commissions, 
with  the  help  of  Tom  Morgan,  Town  Planner,  a  forestry  consultant, 
Charles  Moreno,  and  volunteer  commission  members. 

The  goals  for  the  stewardship  of  historic  town  owned  forests  are: 

1 .  to  manage  the  land  in  such  a  way  as  to  retain  the  diversity  of 
plant  life  and  wildlife  for  future  generations,  and  in  a  way  consistent 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Newington  Master  Plan. 

2.  To  inventory  and  to  protect  historic  sites  on  the  various  parcels. 

3.  To  provide  recreational  opportunities  and  educational  field  sites 
consistent  with  goals  1  and  2. 

Volunteer  in  kind  services  are  required  by  the  National  Park  Service, 
so  along  with  the  following  commission  members:

Lamson,  George  Fletcher,  Paul  Kent,  Barbara  Myers,  Barbara  Hill, 
Margarita  Mazeau,  Linda  Mazeau,  Winnie  Welch,  John  Welch 
all  interested  persons  are  invited  to  help.

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NEWINGTON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

Volunteers  are  the  mainstay  of  many  societies,  including  our  own 
Historic  Society.  Our  thanks  to  all  those  who  spent  July  and  August 
Thursday  afternoons  at  the  Old  Parsonage  for  Open  House  and  to 
those  who  clean  it!  --  to  the  organizers  and  participants  in  the  March 
Flea  Market  --  to  the  refreshment  servers  and  faithful  deliverers  of 
notices  --  to  the  videotapers  --  to  the  program  planners,  and, 
especially,  to  paperwork  people. 

The  Newington  Historical  Society  has  engaged  in  some  significant 
projects  this  year,  thanks  in  great  measure  to  the  dedicated  efforts  of 
our  members. 

The  Historical  Society  has  now  attained  the  501 -3(c)  status.  This 
was  voted  on  in  September,  and  we  were  on  the  list  in  February  (a 
procedure  which  usually  takes  a  year)  A  miracle!  This  will  allow  the 
Society  to  solicit  and  accept  donations  and  have  contributors  take  tax 
deduction  benefits. 

In  the  April  meeting,  it  was  voted  "That  the  Historical  Society 
support  other  organizations  in  Town  with  the  mutual  goal  of 
obtaining  a  CLG  grant  to  improve  the  Town  Forest."  In  anticipation  of 
this,  thanks  to  Barbara  Hill  acting  for  the  Historic  District  Commission 
and  Kayi  Akerley  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  the  three  groups 
met  to  discuss  the  upkeep  and  preservation  of  the  Town  Forest  and 
the  preservation  plan  to  provide  stewardship  of  community-owned 
historic  land  in  Newington. 

There  is  continued  concern  over  private  cemeteries.  Barbara  Myers 
consulted  Louise  Tolman  regarding  the  Richard  Pickering  cemetery 
located  on  a  parcel  of  land  between  the  Malls  which  the  owners  plan 
to  develop.  The  owners  have  been  alerted  to  the  laws  governing 
private  cemeteries  and  it  was  decided  that  the  Selectmen  and  Building 
Inspector  would  handle  the  details  of  ensuring  that  the  cemetery  is 
preserved,  repaired  and  kept  safe  during  any  construction  activities. 

For  the  record  and  recalling  the  Memorandum  of  Agreement 
(MOA),  Barbara  Hill,  Dorothy  Watson  and  Fred  Smith  went  to  Concord 
to  speak  on  the  various  historical  sites  at  Pease  that  Newington  feels 
must  be  preserved.  Included,  among  others,  are  the  Town  Forest,  Old 
Stone  School,  old  homestead  buildings  and  their  locations.  Ferry 
Landing,  and  yet  undocumented  locations.  Ann  Weinheimer  was  very 
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helpful  inserting  the  stipulation  that  Newington  would  hold  the  land 
in  perpetuity. 

We  have  some  great  programs  this  year.  We  try  to  provide  a  variety 
of  subjects  with  the  hope  that  we  will  attract  the  younger  as  well  as 
the  older  into  our  circle. 

Renovations  for  the  Old  Town  Hall  are  still  in  progress  -  but  good 
progress.  There  will  be  more  calls  for  volunteers  later!

The  Lamprey  Regional  in  1993  had  a  very  good  year  in  that  we 
were  able  to  install  energy  saving  equipment  into  our  facility  making 
the  energy  recovery  facility  more  efficient  and  increasing  the 
Cooperative  revenue  while  saving  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  a 
significant  amount  of  money.  This  is  the  third  year  we  have  been  able 
to  maintain  our  tipping  fees  at  the  1989  levels.  We  are  also  building  a 
reserve  for  future  costs  that  may  impact  the  Cooperative. 

Also  in  1992  we  had  an  engineering  study  done  relating  to  the 
possibility  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  building 
and  running  a  Materials  Recovery  Facility.  The  study  indicates  that  the 
MRF  concept  is  technically  feasible  and  economically  viable.  This  has 
kept  the  whole  Board  of  Directors  very  busy  in  1992  and  in  1993  many 
more  decisions  will  have  to  be  made  about  our  future  directions.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1992 

The  Recreation  Department  continued  to  provide  trips,  activities 
and    classes    for    Newington    citizens    of    all    ages.    The    Recreation 
Department  always  welcomes  your  input.  The  Recreation  Board  meets 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  the  Stone  School  at  7:00 
p.m. 

Adult  Programs  in  1992  included  ongoing  fitness  classes,  volley- 
ball, and  basketball.  Ski  trips  were  frequent  on  Friday  nights,  and 
some  weekends.  The  field  at  the  Newington  School  was  used  by  adult 
Softball  teams  from  within  the  community.  A  new  baseball  backstop 
was  installed  this  year.  In  July,  fifteen  people  attended  a  Red  Sox  night 
game  at  Fenway  Park.  This  fall,  the  Recreation  Department  purchased 
advance  sale  tickets  to  the  Deerfield  Fair. 

The  Annual  Talent  Show  and  Ice  Cream  Smorgasbord  was  held  in 
April  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Afterschool  programs  were  extended  to  pre-school  aged  children 
this  year.  A  rotating  schedule  of  games  and  crafts  were  planned  for 
three  to  twelve  year  olds.  Trips  were  scheduled  for  school  release 
days,  and  during  school  vacations.  Some  of  the  afterschool  activities 
were  six  weeks  of  bowling,  and  a  month  of  volleyball. 

The  Summer  Recreation  Program  had  the  largest  enrollment  in  it's 
history  -  74  registered  children  from  age  three  to  thirteen  years.  It  was 
a  rainy,  but  none-the-less  a  busy  fun-filled  summer.  Some  of  the  day 
trips  this  year  included  for  the  youngest  children  a  trip  to  the  police 
and  fire  station,  for  the  middle  group  bowling,  miniature  golfing  and 
berry  picking,  for  the  oldest  group  a  canoe  trip,  outward  bound,  and 
their  overnight  camp-out  at  Pawtuckaway.  The  Summer  Program, 
included  a  Circus  Day,  and  a  Field  Day  which  was  fun  for  all  ages. 

The  Thursday  trips,  which  were  planned  during  the  six  week 
Recreation     Program    were    trips    to    State    Parks    in     N.H.     Many 
townspeople  enjoyed  these  trips  with  their  families.  The  final  trip  was 
to  York  Wild  Animal  Kingdom  and  Amusement  Park. 

This  past  summer,  trips  were  scheduled  for  Adults  and  Seniors. 
These  included  North  Conway,  Portland  Waterfront,  a  cruise  on  the 
Mount  Washington,  a  play  at  Hampton  Playhouse,  and  the  Trolley 
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Museum. 

In  April,  many  townspeople  of  all  ages,  enjoyed  a  hike  to  the  Great 
Bay  National  Wildlife  Refuge  on  the  former  Pease  AFB.  Alan,  of  the 
Fish  &  Wildlife  Service  was  their  guide.   In  October  the  Newington 
School  children  participated  in  the  dedication  ceremony  for  the  Great 
Bay  National  Wildlife  refuge  which  was  held  at  Fox  Point. 

The  Seniors  enjoyed  their  Annual  Senior  Banquet  which  was  held  in 
January  at  the  Town  Hall.  There  were  two  trips  to  Giordiano's,  a  dinner 
theatre.  Transportation  for  shopping  is  provided  biweekly  for  Seniors. 

Old  Home  Day  was  in  August  and  approximately  seventy  people 
attended. 

The  Recreation  Department  pays  25%  of  fees  for  Recreation 
sponsored  classes,  trips,  and  activities  for  Newington  Residents  who 
have  the  proper  receipts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
Daniel  C.  Durgin 

January,  1993 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  to  the  citizens 
of  Greenland,  New  Castle,  Newington,  and  Rye. 

Education  continues  to  be  a  challenging  and  exciting  enterprise 
subject  to  both  praise  and  criticism  while  being  vulnerable  to  those 
with  only  clear  hindsight  and  unlimited  to  those  with  vision.  In  my 
opinion,  we  are  entering  a  time  of  significant  change  in  the  way  we 
teach  and  test  students. 

The  nation  is  looking  for  improvements  in  students'  performance 
and  in  their  ability  to  apply  school  acquired  knowledge  to  real  world 
situations.  The  emphasis  continues  to  shift  away  from  memorizing 
facts  and  toward  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  the  application  of  that 
knowledge.  In  the  past,  subject  matter  taught  was  often  fragmented, 
disconnected  facts  and  bits  of  information.  We  have  learned  that  this 
type  of  instruction  does  not  equip  students  with  the  necessary  skills  to 
compete  in  today's  society.  We  have  moved  from  the  manufacturing 
age  to  the  information  age,  and  the  skills  and  knowledge  taught  thirty 
years  ago  are  no  longer  appropriate. 

Today  we  are  much  more  concerned  with  connecting  the  subject 
areas  through  a  process  called  curriculum  integration.  This  approach 
provides  students  the  opportunity  to  see  linkages  between  the  various 
subject  areas  much  like  the  linkages  that  we  experience  in  real  life 
situations.  The  staff  of  SAU  50  has  been  working  diligently  on 
curriculum  integration  for  over  a  year  with  teacher  in-service  time 
being  dedicated  to  this  pursuit.  The  end  product  will  be  a  curriculum 
that  reflects  natural  relationships  and  provides  students  an 
instructional  setting  that  will  better  prepare  them  for  the  challenges 
they  will  fact  as  adults. 

Something  which  touches  all  of  our  lives  in  various  ways  is 
technology.  Students  become  familiar  with  computers  as  early  as  the 
kindergarten    year   and    formal    instruction    on    computer    use    and 
application  is  provided  to  all  students  throughout  the  grades. 

At  the  present  time,  a  committee  of  staff  members  representing 
the  four  towns  of  SAU  50  is  meeting  to  assess  our  efforts  in  computer 
instruction.    This    Technology    Committee    is    also    charged    with 
developing    a    vision    as    to    what    technology    education    should 
encompass  over  the  next  three  to  five  years.  Not  only  is  it  important  to 
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sdeniity  our  instructional  focus  in  this  area,  but  it  is  also  necessary  to 
sdentiTy  hovv  technology  will  impact  the  instructional  process.  How 
muLh  of  ifvtus-e  instruction  should  occur  partially  or  totally  through 
he  use  of  technology? 

An  area  that  is  changing  significantly,  and  is  sure  to  impact  the 
way  we  teach  students,  is  that  of  testing,  or  assessment.  There  is  a 
growing  emphasis  on  the  assessment  of  thinking,  reasoning,  and 
processing  skills  as  opposed  to  factual  knowledge.  This  type  of 
assessment  is  more  complicated  and  difficult  since  it  is  harder  to 
assess  whether  students  can  reason  through  a  multi-step  problem 
than  it  is  to  determine  whether  students  know  the  date  of  the  signing 
of  the  "Declaration  of  Independence."  Standardized  tests,  which  have 
been  the  national  norm  for  assessing  student  performance  and  are 
useful  in  determining  factual  knowledge,  are  inadequate  for  revealing 
students'  thought  processes.  Authentic  assessment,  or  testing  what 
tudents  can  do,  is  replacing  a  portion  of  the  multiple  choice  type 
testing  that  has  been  commonplace.  This  type  of  assessment  can 
involve  several  facets  including  portfolios  of  student's  work, 
interviews,  demonstrations  and  exhibits  by  students.  All  of  this  is 
designed  to  test  not  only  factual  knowledge,  but  the  application  of 
that  knowledge. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  assessment  process  often  is  the  engine  that 
drives  instruction.  We  will,  as  a  result  of  this  and  other  factors,  be 
more  concerned  about  the  learners  and  their  ability  to  think  and 
produce.  We  will  be  less  concerned  with  students'  ability  to  memorize 
and  recite  facts. 

Also  meeting,  on  a  regular  basis,  is  the  SAD  50  Mathematics 
Committee  which  is  responsible  for  reviewing  our  present  curriculum 
and  for  bringing  our  program  in  line  with  the  new  nationally  adopted 
mathematics  standards. 

For  the  past  several  years,  we  have  been  emphasizing  the 
desirability  of  parents  being  as  involved  as  possible  with  their 
children's  education  not  only  in  school  but  at  home.  Teachers  have 
reminded  parents  of  this  responsibility  through  newsletters  and  other 
communications  that  have  been  sent  home.  There  is  evidence  that 
parents  are  more  aware  of  what  their  children  are  doing  in  school  and 
are  monitoring  their  efforts  more  closely.  This  is  most  gratifying  for  all 
of  us  since  we  believe  that  only  through  this  partnership  of  school 
working  with  home  can  we  achieve  well  educated  students  with  good 
work  habits.  Parental  involvement  does  not  need  to  be  extensive,  but 
children  need  to  know  that  parents  are  interested  in  what  they  are 
doing  in  school,  that  there  is  support  for  the  importance  of  the  task, 
^nd  that  the  work  will  be  monitored. 
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Enrollments  in  each  of  the  four  districts  show  a  similar  trend. 
Increases  are  occurring  particularly  at  the  lower  grades,  which  is  a 
clear  signal  that  student  numbers  will  gradually!  increase  over  the  next 
few  years.  In  response  to  this,  the  Greenland  School  Board  is 
proposing  an  addition  to  the  Greenland  Central  School  to  address 
current  spact  needs  and  to  accommodate  added  future  enrollments. 
In  Rye,  additional  staff  positions  are  being  requested  to  deal  with 
larger  class  sizes  and  also  provisions  have  been  made  to  lease, 
purchase,  or  construct,  mobile  classrooms.  In  New  Castle,  a  facilities 
study  committee  has  been  formed  to  determine  future  space 
requirements.  These  enrollment  increases,  although  small  by  some 
district's  standards,  will  result  in  future  additional  costs  for  staff  and 
supplies,  and  later,  in  the  cost  of  high  school  tuition. 

There  is  much  in  which  I  take  great  pride  when  reflecting  on  the 
school  boards,  staff,  and  students  in  SAU  50.  One  of  the  things  of 
which  I  am  most  proud  is  the  willingness  of  each  town's  school  board 
and  staff  to  work  together  for  the  improvement  of  education  for  all 
students.  This  effort  is  demonstrated  at  joint  school  board  meetings, 
and  at  the  many  occasions  when  the  staffs  of  the  four  towns,  join 
together  for  in-service  and  other  activities.  There  is  strength  in 
numbers  and  I  believe  that  very  strongly  in  the  case  of  our  four  school 
districts.  We  have  a  solid  relationship  and  it  is  one  of  the  reasons  that 
we  can  point  to  quality  as  the  watchword  of  our  instructional  process 
and  our  school  system. 

I  continue  to  be  deeply  grateful  for  our  school  board  members  who 
unselfishly  give  many  hours  to  their  responsibilities  and  to  the  many 
dedicated  staff  people  throughout  the  school  unit  who  commit 
themselves,  on  a  daily  basis,  to  the  betterment  of  the  schools  and  to 
the  students'  learning. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT  TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NEWINGTON 

Dear  Friends, 

As  I  prepared  for  this  year's  report  to  you,  I  followed  the  customary 
retracing  of  our  steps  for  the  past  year.  In  the  process  I  became  quite 
overzeaious  and  went  beyond  the  usual  review  and  read  the  annual 
reports  for  the  past  fifteen  years.  This  was  an  enlightening  experience 
and  it  helped  in  formulating  the  framework  for  this  narrative. 

In  the  perusal  I  found  many  of  the  themes  that  had  been 
mentioned  and  implemented  over  the  years  rather  consistent  with 
what  is  happening  today  in  your  school  system.  Possibly,  the  most 
appropriate  way  to  characterize  this  occurrence  is  through  the  word 
constancy.  By  that  we  mean  your  school  continues  to  have  a  clear 
mission  and  a  solid  program  to  put  it  into  effect.  However,  we  must 
reinforce  the  idea  that  although  the  trends  have  been  woven  together 
from  the  past,  they  also  have  been  upgraded  a  few  notches  due  to  the 
continuous  self  growth  programs  undertaken  by  the  staff. 

Of  particular  note  is  their  recent  effort  in  developing  home  grown 
plans.  These  are  courses  that  are  set  up  to  fit  the  specific  needs  and 
interests  of  the  teachers  as  well  as  the  goals  of  the  school  district. 
Courses  on  behavioral  issues  and  computers  were  two  such 
enterprises  that  took  place  in  the  past  year.  As  always  this  new 
direction  does  not  preclude  us  from  going  to  outside  conferences  and 
seminars  as  we  have  always  done.  And  I  must  say,  this  year  we 
certainly  took  advantage  of  many  such  professional  growth  programs. 

Since  none  of  us  has  a  crystal  ball  to  predict  the  future,  it  is 
important  to  keep  before  us  the  world  of  tomorrow  as  far  as 
opportunities  for  our  youngsters.  It  has  been  said  that  to  compete  in 
tomorrow's  world  children  must  obtain  a  prolonged  drive  to  achieve, 
the  ability  to  change  course,  as  well  as  to  master  the  persistence  that 
leads  to  a  life  of  active  learning.  These  attributes  have  been 
encompassed  into  the  children's  program  for  many  years.  But  today,  it 
is  ever  so  important  that  youngsters  are  able  to  take  charge  and  to 
regulate  their  lives  once  they  leave  school.  We  are  no  longer  preparing 
them  for  a  factory  oriented  society,  but  rather  children  will  be  facing  a 
world  that  requires  more  reflection  and  more  personal  discipline,  as 
well  as  the  ability  to  maintain  oneself  in  many  different  social 
contexts;  in  other  words,  being  able  to  work  collaboratively  with 
others. 

Our  commission  as  educators  remains  well  defined  and  it  is  our 
challenge  to  continue  to  provide  those  experiences  which  offer  the 
children  the  opportunity  to  acquire  the  confidence  and  competence

necessary  to  identify,  access,  and  integrate  various  resources  in  order 
to  help  them  make  decisions.  In  order  to  accomplish  the  charge, 
teachers  continued  to  tap,  define,  and  develop  learning  models  that 
effectively  stimulated  thinking,  scaffolded  and  linked  prior  student 
knowledge,  as  well  as  provided  opportunities  for  student  feedback, 
which  we  know  as  assessment. 

Since  we  do  not  work  in  a  self  contained  environment,  many 
human  resources  were  incorporated  into  the  lives  of  the  children 
during  this   past  year.   Each   contributor  offered  to  our  students  a 
message  of  applied  knowledge  where  the  individuals  shared  their 
experiential  insights  to  the  world  beyond  the  walls  of  the  school. 

Some  of  our  partners  donated  their  energy  and  talent  over  an 
extended  period  of  time;  while  other  visits  were  for  the  short  term. 
Regardless   of   the   length    of   these    programs,    the   networking   of 
broader  resources  continued  to  be  a  powerful  model  in  expanding  the 
learning  dimensions  of  our  students. 

While  a  substantial  number  of  these  supportive  endeavors  came  to 
us  through  agency  sponsorship,  many  did  not.  When  we  were  unable 
to  tap  the  resources  of  the  outside  agencies,  we  relied  upon  the 
ingenuity  of  the  staff  to  seek  private  and/or  public  funding 
opportunities  that  would  bring  these  extended  experiences  to  the 
children. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Newington  School  Support  Group  has 
been  a  tremendous  benefactor  in  this  regard.  Equally  important,  was 
their  readiness  to  engage  in  a  myriad  of  activities  that  required  a 
commodity  more  precious  than  money  -  with  that  being  oneself. 

As  you  have  unmistakably  garnered,  our  report  to  you  has  been 
rather  nonspecific  as  the  accounts  of  the  past.  The  reason  for  doing  so 
was  a  conscious  attempt  to  entice  you  to  become  an  active  school 
partner,  if  you  have  not  already  made  such  a  commitment. 

We  all  have  certain  gifts,  and  what  could  be  more  important  than 
to  share  them  with  our  future.  Teaching  children  is  fun,  exciting,  and 
challenging,  so  why  not  come  aboard? 

As  a  closing  statement  for  this  year's  annual  report,  I  would  like  to 
summarize  by  saying  the  strength  of  the  Newington  Public  School, 
your  school,  continues  to  be  in  the  support  given  to  each  other,  as  we 
explore  new  ideas,  share  problems  and  solutions,  and  extend  to  one 
another  the  mutual  encouragement  that  exists  only  when  individuals 
share  a  common  purpose. 
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REPORT  OF  PORTSMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 
David  J.  Matthews,  Principal 

Over  the  past  year,  Portsmouth  High  School  has  been  very  involved  in  the 
Stategic  Planning  Process  initiated   by  Superintendent  of  Schools,   Nathan 
Greenberg. 

A  mission  statement,  set  of  beliefs,  and  set  of  parameters  (those  things  we 
won't  do)  were  developed.  In  addition,  seven  action  teams,  composed  of 
educators  and  community  members  (including  representatives  from  SAU  #50) 
were  formed.  These  action  teams  developed  plans  and  timelines  for:  1) 
student  outcomes;  2)  restructuring  and  instructional  practices;  3) 
administrative  organization;  4)  staff  development;  5)  staff  evaluation;  6) 
educational  partnerships;  7)  public  relations. 

Our  initial  efforts  at  Portsmouth  High  School  will  likely  see  the 
implementation  of  an  Advisor/Advisee  Program.  This  is  expected  to  go  into 
effect  for  the  93/94  school  year.  We  are  also  looking  to  revise  our  schedule  to 
provide  for  larger  blocks  of  time  to  allow  for  more  in-depth  study.  This  will 
likely  go  into  effect  in  the  94/95  school  year. 

Portsmouth  High  School  was  recently  visited  for  three  days  by  fourteen 
educators  from  other  schools  in  New  England  to  determine  our  accreditation 
status. 

I  am  confident  we  will  do  quite  well  and  I  include  in  this  report  quotes 
from  the  first  draft  of  the  visiting  team's  report: 

"The  overall  perception  of  the  Visiting  Committee  is  that  Portsmouth  High 
School  is  a  good  school,  a  comfortable  school  where  students  and  staff  enjoy 
coming. 

Portsmouth  High  School  has  a  well-qualified  and  experienced  professional 
staff,  extensive  curricular  and  co-curricular  program,  a  facility  that  is  clean, 
attractive  and  spacious  and  all  of  these  elements  provide  an  environment 
which  fosters  learning.  In  addition,  the  present  size  of  the  school  fosters  many 
excellent  elements  of  teacher/student  and  student/student  interaction  and 
cooperation. 

Portsmouth  High  School  is  a  school  where  faculty,  staff,  administration, 
parents   and   communities  work  together  to   provide  an   atmosphere  and 
programs  designed  with  the  welfare  and  achievement  of  students  in  mind. 

The  visiting  committee  was  impressed  with: 

-  The  proud  and  respectful  student  body 

-  The  positive  and  caring  climate  that  is  evidenced 

-  The  commitment  of  the  system  to  the  Strategic  Planning  Initiative 

-  The  staff  initiated  movement  to  embrace  a  visionary  philosophy  and 
goals 

-  The  school's  general  adherence  to  its  stated  philosophy  and  goals."

I  conducted  my  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  the  additional  standards  and  requirements  for 
financial  and  compliance  audits  as  set  forth  in  Standards  for  Audit  of 
Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities  and  Functions. 
Those  standards  require  that  I  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain 
reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free 
of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the 
financial  statements.  As  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting 
principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as 
well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statements  presentation.

ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

My  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion 
on    the    combined    financial    statements    taken    as    a    whole.
